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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1958. 

The  health  of  the  community  during  1958  can  be  best  expressed  by  some  of 
the  figures  published  in  the  report,  viz.,  the  birth  rate,  at  20.7  per  1,000  population,  is 
higher  than  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  16.4,  the  death  rate  of  10.9  is  lower  than 
the  national  figure  of  11.7,  while  the  infantile  mortality  rate  of  18.6,  probably  the 
best  guide  to  the  social  conditions  of  the  area,  compares  very  favourably  with  a 
national  figure  of  22.5. 

Notifiable  diseases  showed  little  significant  change,  once  again,  measles  was 
the  chief  culprit  accounting  for  over  half  the  notifications.  Tuberculosis  increased  by 
one,  from  8  to  9  cases,  while  Poliomyelitis  was  absent. 

1  think  a  fair  commentary  of  the  above  figures  would  be  that  Stokesley  Rural 
District  is  a  healthy,  growing  district  with  evidence  of  improving  social  circumstances. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  services  provided  through  the  County  Council  are  function¬ 
ing  well  and  I  am  pleased  to  record  that  more  people  are  obtaining  the  benefit  of  home 
helps,  which  service  is  continually  expanding. 

The  section  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  has  been 
contributed  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  programme  of  slum  clearance  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  and  the  re¬ 
conditioning  of  sub-standard  properties  with  the  assistance  of  improvement  grants  is 
continuing. 

A  full  inspection  of  meat  is  being  maintained  at  the  slaughterhouses  in 

the  area. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  progress  in  the  negotiations  with  the  Ministry  is 
taking  place  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  sewage  disposal  works.  It  is  hoped  that 
work  will  start  in  the  near  future. 
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This  introduction  to  the  Annual  Report  would  not  be  complete  were  I  to 
fail  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  help  at  all  times. 
I  must  also  thank  all  the  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance  throughout  the 
year  and  especially  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  always  given 
of  their  best.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  (i)  WATER  : 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes  collect  water  in  four  areas  in  the  hills  in  the 
southern  area  of  the  district. 

These  are  spring  supply  of  exceptionally  good  quality.  Due  to  the  acidity  and 
lack  of  carbonate  hardness  however,  precautions  are  taken  at  treatment  plants  on  each 
scheme  to  reduce  the  corrosive  action  on  metals. 

Water  collected  from  Turkey  Nab  is  stored  at  a  reservoir  at  Ingleby  Greenho^ 
and  coupled  to  a  second  reservoir  at  Carlton.  This  system  also  takes  the  supply  from 
Mere  Beck  springs,  Faceby. 

Water  collected  from  three  sets  of  springs  feed  a  reservoir  at  Harfa  B  nk, 
known  as  the  Scugdale  supply. 

There  is  a  controlled  link  to  these  two  supplies  between  Potto  village  and 
Potto  Hall  and  either  one,  or  both,  can  feed  a  high  level  water  tower  (50,000  gallons 
capacity)  at  Campion  Lane,  Hutton  Rudby. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  the  past  in  maintaining  the  level  in  this 
tank,  especially  during  “peak  draw’’  periods  and  after  drought. 

This  problem  has  been  overcome  however,  by  connecting  the  mains  of  North¬ 
allerton  and  District  Water  Board  with  those  of  Stokesley  Council  at  West  and  East 
Rountons  respectively. 

This  system  has  given  a  very  satisfactory  answer  to  a  major  problem  and  has 
ensured  a  constant  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  district.

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(v)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 

The  Council  undertake  the  collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the 
district  and  for  the  work  use  four  vehicles  plus  one  reserve. 

The  vehicles  are  standard  10  cu.  yard  side  loaders  with  double  cab  for  the 
transport  of  the  crew,  and  one  18  cu.  yard  “fore  and  aft”  tipper  which  was  purchased 
in  the  spring  of  1957.  This  is  a  diesel  engine  driven  vehicle,  and  is  serving  the  very  rapidl) 
developing  Urban  type  area  of  Marton,  Nunthorpe  and  Ormesby. 

To  cope  with  this  development,  the  vehicle  has  a  complement  of  five  loaders 
whereas  the  other  vehicles  carry  three  loaders. 

This  is  the  first  diesel  driven  vehicle  and  it  is  proposed  that  this  type  of 
engine  be  used  for  future  replacements. 

A  weekly  collection  is  being  maintained  with  the  exception  of  remote  properties 
mainly  farms  —  where  the  refuse  comprises  chiefly  tins  and  jars  -  in  these  cases 
a  fortnightly  or  request  call  is  made.

DISPOSAL  : 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  at  two  tips,  one  at  Quarry 
Hill  Farm,  Nunthorpe,  which  was  a  disused  whinsto.ne  quarry  and  has  now  been  in 
use  for  over  twenty  years.  It  is  rapidly  being  filled  and  a  new  site  is  being  sought. 

The  second  tip  is  a  worked  out  sand  pit  at  Howe  Hill,  Newby,  which  serves 
the  western  area,  this  is  also  nearing  capacity  and  negotiations  have  resulted  in 
acquiring  a  further  worked  out  sand  pit  at  Seamer.  Part  of  this  tip  is  still  being  worked 
and  the  owners  have  agreed  to.  cover  the  working  area  with  top  soil  from  their  working, 
thus  enabling  “controlled  tipping”  to  be  carried  out. 

To  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  refuse  tips,  the  Council  purchased  in  March, 
a  Ferguson  tractor  fitted  with  a  bulldozer  blade.

During  the  year,  advice  has  been  given  during  visits  and  co-operation  of  the 
various  traders  has  been  very  satisfactory,  especially  retailers  trading  from  vans. 

There  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  some  of  the  smaller  shops  and  it  is  hoped 
that  through  visits  and  advice,  these  will  soon  be  met. 


LICENSED  PREMISES  : 

There  are  55  licensed  premises  in  the  area. 

Owing  to  increased  road  travel,  motorists,  cyclists  and  bus  parties,  the  use  of 
the  “  Country  Pub  ”  has  been  greatly  increased  and  there  has  certainly  been  a  change 
and  improvement  in  the  amenities  offered. 

The  extension  of  essential  services  has  meant  that  piped  water,  electricity,  gas 
and  main  drainage  is  available  in  even  remote  places. 

This  has  enabled  improvements  to  be  carried  out  and  the  owners  have  been 
very  willing  to  raise  the  standards  of  their  premises. 

This  is  particularly  noticed  in  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  it  is  only  due 
to  lack  of  main  drainage  that  there  are  any  premises  still  on  the  conservancy  system. 

Other  improvements  have  followed  with  the  provision  of  piped  water  and  now 
hot  water  is  available  for  washing  and  cleansing  of  glasses  and  equipment.
